White House workers were down in a subway 
tunnel east of Westhampton last Wednesday 
night, illegally trying to remove a large bronze 
statue, which had been locked into a storage 
room wall. 

Members of the subway’s maintenance 
staff discovered the Trump men trying to fit 
the statue through that storage door. It was 
too big. But they were about to jackhammer 
the door wider. The Subway Police were soon 
called in and apprehended these six men before 
they could do any damage to either the door or 
the statue. 

The statue was erected a year and a half 
ago in a happier time, when Trump was still a 


candidate and he and his friend Vladimir Putin 
were visiting Hamptons Subway in a friendly 
visit. They were sculpted nine-feet-tall and arm- 
in-arm. But when Trump was elected, at his 
request, the statue was taken away and stored. 
Those arrested said they were told to destroy 
the statue so it could not fall into the hands of 
Special Prosecutor Bob Mueller.

LOCAL CABBAGE CUTTERS AGITATE FOR KRAUT AND 
SLAW TARIFFS 

Taking a page from economic policy changes 
happening at the national level, East End 
cabbage cutters, represented by their union, 
the Association of Cabbage Workers Local 102, 
took to the streets on Saturday to demand 
protective tariffs on sauerkraut and coleslaw 
shipped in from outside producers. The police 
were standing by to control crowds and make 
sure the protest didn’t get out of hand. Gerard 
Blumkopf, a foreman on the cabbage shredding 
line at Maynard’s Pickle and Kraut Works in 
Jamesport and a shop steward with the union, 


spoke to the crowds and articulated their 
demands. “We want a 25% tariff on sauerkraut 
and a 10% tariff on coleslaw if it’s produced 
west of Remsenburg!,” Blumkopf shouted. 
“There are big conglomerates out there that 
get their materials at rock-bottom prices and 
have robots that produce more cabbage-related 
products than the world could possibly use— 
then they dump those products out here on 
the East End in an effort to drive our producers 
out of business.” Literature distributed at the 
rally illustrated the decimation of the East End 
sauerkraut and coleslaw industries resulting 
from this dumping. However, Blumkopf 
explained that the tariffs are more important 
than just saving jobs—that the weakening of 
cabbage-related industries on the East End 
endangers our security. “We’ve all seen how 
shortages of coleslaw have reached crisis 
levels, especially in the summer,” Blumkopf 
said. “That’s because we’re dependent on 
outside slaw for our supplies.” Blumkopf noted 
that both 2016 and 2017 saw coleslaw supplies 
slip to dangerously low levels on the East End, 
and that riot conditions had resulted from 


customers being unable to get their hands on 
this essential summer condiment. Blumkopf 
expressed confidence that the tariff plan would 
put an end to these worries. “As soon as we 
can compete, you’ll see the local producers 
ramping up to meet whatever demand there 
may be. The result will be health and prosperity 
for all.” The protest dispersed without incident. 


ST. PATRICK’S PROTEST 

A small group calling themselves the 
Squamataphiles staged an anti-St. Patrick’s Day 
protest on Saturday, and police were called 
in to maintain order. According to Anthony 
Swan, a spokesman for the Squamataphiles, 
the protest was intended to advocate for the 
rights of snakes. “St. Patrick, as we all know, 
banished all of the snakes from Ireland,” Swan 
told reporters. “And yet, people celebrate him 
as a great man.

When a 300-foot Destroyer Rolled Up onto the Rocks in Montauk

ack in the 1950s, when I was a teenager, | 

was amazed to learn that so many ships 
had been wrecked on the shores of the East 
End. There were hundreds of shipwrecks, 
dating back to the days when the Indians taught 
whaling to the English settlers in the 1600s. Yes, 
there had been a need for the lighthouses at Fire 
Island, Hampton Bays and Montauk. And yes, 
after a crew either died or got rescued, there 
had to be rules and regulations about who got 
to keep pieces of the shipwreck and its cargo. 
The government appointed wreckmasters in 
every town. There were also life-saving stations 
where local volunteers would assemble to use 


- rescue equipment to try to save lives, often 
_ during great storms. 


All of this had come to an end by the time I 
got here in 1956, however. There hadn’t been 
any major shipwreck in a half-century because 
modern navigation devices were in place to 
prevent them. So there were no more life-saving 
stations and no more wreckmasters. All of this 
stuff, | figured, was now part of the local history. 

But then, on a foggy Saturday morning in April 
1961, the word went out that a large U.S. Navy 
destroyer, guns bristling, had fetched up on the 
rocks at the bottom of a cliff in Montauk. In all 
the reading I had done about shipwrecks, I had 


never learned of any warship that had come 
ashore here, other than the British man-of-war 
HMS Culloden during the Revolution. 

Then there was another surprise. I learned 
that the destroyer had come clattering up on 
the rocks directly in front of the oceanfront 
home of someone I knew. 

Back then, the East End was a quiet place. A - 
dog could sleep on the yellow lines in the center

and was not only tall but gaunt. His clothes 
were always splattered with paint. He wore 
rolled-up jeans held up by a clothesline at the 
waist and was always barefoot. Even in winter. 
He spoke softly to me when we encountered 
each other, in a deep baritone voice. 

Fogs often rolled in from the sea to envelope 
oceanfront homes. It still does. That warm 
Saturday morning, the Greenes had coffee out 
on their deck facing the roaring sea below and 
saw nothing. Soon, however, the fog dissipated. 
And there it was, bow first, the guns pointing 
up at them, the surf pounding the sides and 
washing over the decks. 

Nobody was around down there that they 
could see. Balcomb called the Coast Guard. And 
from that point on and for the next three months, 
their property, with their reluctant permission, 
became the site of several military rescue 
trailers with all their wires and generators and 
dozens of navy officers in uniforms as they tried 


to get this ship off the rocks. Also, there was. 


the New York City media, including the three 
major TV networks and their news wagons 
and commentators, government officials and 
various engineers and skin-divers. This was a 
national event. Peace and quiet, for the Greenes 
anyway, was at an end. And this circus, for that 
is what it was, went on and on. As for me, as 
part of the media, I went there to the rescue 
trailers from time to time. I felt embarrassed 
to be there, since I knew the Greenes, and 
deliberately did not knock on their door, but | 
had to write about this for Dan’s Papers, which 


had published its first issue just the year before. 
I also went down to the rocks. There were trails 
from the woods that took you down. They were 
now getting pretty worn out. 

An admiral gave a television interview down 
on the rocks. This had developed into a scandal. 
The destroyer that had got away. 

The USS Baldwin had been a World War Il 
destroyer that, after the war, had been kept 
in what they called “mothballs” at a dock in 
Boston along with other ships, just in case 
another war came along where they might be 
needed. An order had gone out to transfer 
the Baldwin to another mothball facility in 
Philadelphia, and so the folks up in Boston, 
knowing the Baldwin could not be started up 
and sailed to Philadelphia, had arranged for 
an oceangoing military tugboat to tow it there. 
But the chain towing it was not strong enough. 
There had not been a second chain. A big storm 
with high waves was out in the Atlantic and 
they knew that. No sailor was stationed on the 
Baldwin. They started towing it anyway. 

After the chain snapped south of Montauk, 
many efforts were made to round up the Baldwin 
somehow, but all of them failed, and then it had 
rumbled up on the rocks in front of the Greene’s 
house. They’d get it off. 

But they couldn’t get it off. At first they 
decided to_pump the sea out of it. The sea had 
splashed water across the decks and down 
into it. Divers would bring pumps onboard and 
drop them into the hold. They’d turn them 
on, the ship would lift up, and a towline to 


another tug boat out at sea would haul it off. 
When they tried it, though—this was after the 
first month—the pumps were turned on, the 
destroyer rose, the tug pulled on the chain, the 
destroyer slid noisily across the rocks tearing — 
holes in the bottom, and the water came back 
in, which settled the Baldwin back down in a 
new location on the rocks. Then, terribly, the 
line between the tug and the Baldwin snapped 
and the whiplash hit and instantly killed a sailor 
on the tug. 

Two more months passed as the Navy 
re-assessed its plan. The media wrote stories 
about how perhaps the Baldwin might just 
stay right there as a tourist attraction forever 
and ever. (I thought about the Greenes.) And 
then, one day, the Navy executed a new plan. A 
crew climbed aboard the ship and dropped air 
pumps into the hold. Before leaving the ship, 
they wrapped thick plastic caps over every 
opening on the deck where the air below might 
get out. With that job done, the pumps were 
started up and began to create an enormous 
underwater air bubble inside the Baldwin, 
which, when it got large enough, again lifted up 
the Baldwin several feet. This time, wisely, only 
slack lines were attached to the tug, and in the 
end the Baldwin just gently floated off. 

The tug nudged it out to sea and when far 
enough out, the air pumps were turned off and 
gunfire sank the USS Baldwin into 80 feet of 
water, where it remains today as a home for 
tons of fish who swim in and out of it. It’s also 
marked on charts. Good fishing at Baldwin. @&

New Weather Satellite 


To Fix It, Smack It Smartly on the Side with Your Fist

bout a year ago, the National Weather 

Service (part of NOAA) announced it was 
sending up a satellite, to orbit the Earth, that 
would be the smartest, most advanced and 
most accurate weather-forecasting device ever. 
If it said it would start raining at 3 p.m. on 
Tuesday, then at 3 p.m. it would start raining. If 
it said the rain would stop at 5:30 p.m., then it 
would stop at 5:30 p.m. 

At the time, I wrote a story about what it 
would be like to live in circumstances where 
we could know what the weather would be with 
that degree of accuracy. It might take some fun 
out of things, but in the end, knowing what was 
coming would be better than not knowing. 

However, nothing seemed to change much 
in weather forecasting during the months that 
followed. As I have a friend at NOAA, Tim 
Marrin, who is the Observation Program Leader 
on Long Island, I called to find out if there was 


a holdup. He told me there wasn’t a holdup— 
they were testing it to make sure it would 
work properly. He expected they would release 
the satellite to do its work accurately predicting 
the weather sometime before November. 

I don’t like to bother Mr. Marrin with 
phone calls, because he is kind enough to take 
my call when I try and also because he is a very 
busy fellow. 

Three weeks ago, at the end of February, | 
became certain that the satellite must be in 
full operation when they accurately forecasted 
Nor’easter Otto with considerable precision. 

But then, just a few days later, the service 
announced the imminent arrival of Nor’easter 
Quinn. It announced it over the weekend. It 
would snow like hell with high tides and high 
winds beginning at 11 a.m. on Wednesday, but it 
would all blow over by early Thursday morning. 
The storm was making its way through Kansas 
and Oklahoma and would soon turn Minnesota 
and Illinois upside down before roaring through. 


“This is the same sort of bomb cyclone 
nor’easter we just went through,” a weatherman 
on the Weather Channel said. “We will suffer 
with it here in the Northeast, but it will come 
charging through much faster so it will be over 
just overnight.” 

Good enough. 

I began to follow it closely. Pictures from the 
Midwest showed telephone poles lying across 
main streets, cars stalled in five feet of water in 
Omaha. Now it was in Pennsylvania. 

On Tuesday, many stores here announced 
they would be closed the next day. Schools 
would close. People were urged to get ready to 
evacuate on a moment’s notice. I was in New 
York City on Monday and Tuesday. All anybody 
was talking about was the weather. I had plans 
to drive out to the Hamptons on Thursday 
morning. Would that have to be scrapped? 

“The storm has shifted a little bit,” the 
weatherman. said late Tuesday evening. “We 
now expect 8_ to (Continued on next page)

10 inches in New York City. Nassau County 
will take the big hit, and out on the East End 
we should get five to eight inches.” 

But there was a whole different story when 
we woke up Wednesday morning. 

“Everything has changed,” we were told. 
“New York City is going to get between 
15 and 24 inches of snow starting in a few 
hours. It should continue on until Thursday 
noon. It’s going to be brutal. Out on eastern 
Long Island, we expect 8 to 12 inches. Be 
sure you have food stocked up. Gas up your 
car this morning if the lines aren’t too long. 
There will be falling trees. There will be 
power outages.” 

The Governor of Massachusetts declared 


storm rumbled closer. He said, “We are going 
to lose some homes.” The Nassau County 
Supervisor declared a state of emergency for 
the whole county north of the Long Island 
Expressway. The airports cancelled over a 
thousand flights. 

And then, on Wednesday afternoon, a thick 
blizzard of snow blanketed Manhattan for 
about three hours. There was accumulation. 
It was sticking. We had dinner plans at a 
restaurant at 7 p.m. and it seemed like we 
should go anyway. It was only three blocks 
away and it would be wonderland walking 


|. to it. In fact we did go trudging out. During 
E dinner, the snow stopped and sheets of rain 
'2 appeared. Most of the snow melted. It was 


slush by 9 p.m. and, as the rain had stopped, 
we walked home. 

Thursday morning, we drove out east. 
There was very little snow in the city, and 
by Great Neck it was just a dusting. Nassau 
County got no snow that I could see, and after 
that it was a sunny, lovely day. It was as if Quinn 
never happened. 

— Although, | later learned, it tore out the beach 
Window Fi at downtown Montauk, Quinn was pretty much 
.. a dud. 

And why hadn’t we known? I called Marrin 
but couldn’t get through, the line rang busy and 
busy. So I sent him an email. 4 

“Is the new satellite up and running?” I asked. 

“Yes,” he replied. 

On that weekend, we learned that still a 
third nor’easter was coming. Be ready for it on 
Wednesday. But then on Monday it came and 
hit the East End hard. So it went. 

Years ago, when I was a young man, the 
weather service was notoriously inaccurate. 
If this had been back then, I’d have not 
been concerned with anything until the big 
blizzard came for two hours on Wednesday 
afternoon. Not knowing how long it would last 
and knowing I planned to come out east the 
following morning, I’d have called a friend out 
east on Thursday morning when it was all over 
in the city and asked how the weather was. 
They’d have said it was a nice day, no problem, 
no snow. Have a nice trip out. And that would 
have been that. 

But this is now. Here we are, hour by hour, 
going crazy with plans and fears—there was, 
you may recall, a tsunami warning issued at 
11 a.m. one morning in February, with the fear 
of it ending at 4 p.m. in the afternoon, which we 
later learned was supposed to be a test but got 
confused. We made plans, cancelled them, kept 
referring to our phones, clicking on weather 
reports that showed what was coming in hour 
by hour, which you could push forward into the 
future for five hours or look back into the past 
for five hours and watch the rain and snow and 
winds scoot by. 

I liked it better back then. Ignorance was bliss. 

As for this current super duper satellite, 
well, what we need to do is fire off a rocket 
with one of our biggest and strongest astronauts 
onboard. He should pull up alongside this 
weather satellite as it sails through the 
heavens at a gazillion miles an hour, open 
his cockpit, climb out for a space walk, 
jump across to the satellite for a minute 
and then bang it smartly on the side with 
his fist.

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Screwed-Up Presidents 


Adams, Jackson, Grant, Tyler, Wilson, Hoover, Nixon and Others

hen Donald Trump won the presidency, I 
feared America would not survive a man 
suffering such a severe personality disorder. But 
then I wondered if there were other presidents 
with serious personality disorders. If so, well, 


we survived those presidents. I thought I'd read. 


up on this. 

What have I found? I’ve found 11 presidents 
I believe to have been disturbed. None led 
to dictatorships. 

John Adams was our second president. The 
first was George Washington, the third was 
Thomas Jefferson. Adams was an intellectual 
who suffered from severe paranoia. He largely 
spent his days in the White House worrying that 
his cabinet was talking about him behind his 
back in order to overthrow him. As a result, he 
accomplished little, other than enlarging upon 
presidential trappings to show people he really 
was the president. Fortunately, the times did 
not require that he do much. 

Thomas Jefferson was a man of action, a 
proud American, a poised scholar and a hard 
worker. Nevertheless, he was a big liar. He 
repeatedly wrote fabricated essays about how 
Alexander Hamilton was secretly meeting with 
British royalty to create an American royalty 
that would shortly return the States to British 
control. He also falsely accused Hamilton and 
others of stealing from the treasury. 


Andrew Jackson was an_ uneducated 
woodsman from Tennessee, an Indian fighter 
and the winner of the Battle of New Orleans. 
With a fiery temper, he paid no attention to 
aides and did what he wanted. Cross him at 
their peril. He wanted to return America to 
“the people.” After his inauguration, he invited 
all the people attending to come to the White 
House and have a big party. Thirty thousand 
came, overwhelmed security and stripped the 
building, stealing silverware, curtains, food, 
wine, furniture and paintings. It was chaos. 

He also made two huge errors during his 
presidency. He completely dismantled the 
federal bank that was backing our national 
currency. Fifty years later, this drove the 
country to the brink of bankruptcy. Another 
president, Grover Cleveland, was forced to 
borrow money from businessman J.P. Morgan 
at high interest to save the country. 

Personally, Jackson ran the White House 
with an iron hand. He made every decision and 
everyone curried his favor, even his family. 
When a friend of his, a man named Eaton, 
became the Secretary of War because he had 
been Jackson’s buddy in the Indian Wars, Eaton 
asked Jackson to give his blessing to marry a 
woman who was essentially a nymphomaniac. 
Jackson said if you love her, I will stand by no 
matter what. This insatiable woman so enraged 
the wives of the other cabinet members that 
they shunned her. The wives caused the 


husbands to shun her, too. When Jackson 
learned of it, he told all his cabinet members 
to accept this awful woman or he would fire 
them. Only one agreed. He fired the rest. All 
that was left was Jackson and Eaton and one 
other cabinet member. 

John Tyler, president from 1840 to 1844, was 
a clueless Virginia planter who had no idea how 
to deal with politicians. When William Henry 
Harrison died and Tyler became president, 
he turned his back on his party, ignored their 
principles and got the party so mad they 
expelled him. A man without a party couldn’t 
even get nominated for a second term. 

Abe Lincoln suffered severe highs and lows. 
Today we might call it bipolar disorder. When 
he argued with his fiancée, Mary, his best 
friend, Joshua Speed, went to Lincoln’s home 
and later reported, “Lincoln went crazy—had 
to remove razors from his room—take away all 
knives and other such dangerous things—&c— 
it was terrible.” That was in his youth. By the 
time he became president, he’d found some 
inner strength to keep those swings at bay. 

Andrew Johnson became president when 
Lincoln was shot. He professed to want to 
continue Reconstruction at war’s end, but after 
his assumption of the presidency he curried the 
favor of the defeated Southern white plantation 


cowners. Many believe this was because, when 


he was a young man, from a poor family, the 
planters had shunned (Continued on next page)

him. He allowed the KKK to run wild with 
shootings and lynchings until bigotry returned 
to the South. He was impeached but, by one 
vote, not asked to resign.

As the nation’s top general, Ulysses S. Grant 
defeated and eventually starved out the armies 
of Robert E. Lee in the Civil War. He was a good 
man, anational hero and asupporter of Lincoln’s 
Reconstruction. He was also incorruptible. 
Unfortunately, he could be completely conned 
by anyone with a financial scheme, even defend 
the Schemers after they were convicted and 
sent off to jail. As a result, his presidency was 
laced with corruption in which he had no part. 
Because he was an innocent and a hero, the 
public elected him to a second term, where he 
suffered more of the same. 

This had been a lifelong problem. In his 20s, he 
was conned out of his money so often it became 
impossible for him to support his wife and 
children. He sometimes appeared unwashed, in 
torn clothes, staggering drunk and begging in 
the town he grew up in, Georgetown, Ohio. 

By the way, as president, Grant was so aware 
that one drink would send him on a bender, his 


aides were told to step in and stop him if he 
looked like he might imbibe. He knew he had to 
stay sober for these jobs. Scholars say there are 
just two known occasions when he fell off the 
wagon during his responsible years. 

Woodrow Wilson was a weepy, fragile 
academic who had difficultly controlling his 
emotions. He was also a romantic, an idealist 
and a bigot. His singular good work, his idealistic 
creation of the League of Nations, failed to get 
congressional approval. 

Herbert Hoover, a_ plodding, wealthy 
businessman and technocrat, was too myopic 
to see that a blistering tariff war he created 
caused the bottom to fall out of the economy, 
thus launching the Great Depression. He also 
did not care to provide relief for the homeless 
and starving, nor did he have the brains to 
bring the country back out of the Depression. 
He lost to FDR by a landslide when he ran for a 
second term. 

Lyndon_Johnson was a backwoods Texan, 
possibly the least educated man to become 
president in the 20th century, yet he was a 
successful backslapping dealmaker opposing 
integration on behalf of the South. But when he 
became vice president to the intellectual John 
F. Kennedy, he felt humbled by the good works 
proposed by that man, and when Johnson 
assumed the presidency he turned his back 
on the South and drove through Congress all 
of Kennedy’s stalled Civil Rights proposals. 
He declared “What is a president for?” when 
Southerners asked him to explain this. As for 


new programs, he soon saw he had limited 
aptitude to decide on them, disastrously 
escalating the Vietnam War and declaring an 
unwinnable war on poverty, and so announced 
he would not run for a second term. 

Richard Nixon was a humorless, win-at-all- 
costs politician who believed he stood above 
the law. He had burglars bug the offices of 
the Democratic National Committee during his 
re-election campaign to parry his opponents’ 
every move. They were caught doing it, he 
denied knowing about it, declaring “I am not a 
crook,” and then, when impeached, resigned in 
disgrace before the proceedings could begin. 

As for Donald Trump, I am happy to report - 
that, so far, anyway, he has not muzzled the 
press, fired the Supreme Court or dissolved 
Congress. He’s railed against them. But he’s not 
created a dictatorship. Yet.

Parade is 56 years young on Sunday, 
March 25 and this year it will be led by lifelong 
Montauk resident, Grand Marshal Kathleen 
Keller. Keller’s family ran the Trail’s End 
restaurant for generations. 

Promoted as having the second largest St. 
Paddy’s parade in New York State, Montauk is 
once again going green—really green! On Friday, 
March 23, noon - 3 p.m. at Behan’s Annual 
Grand Marshal Luncheon at the Montauk Yacht 
Club, Grand Marshal Keller will be introduced, 
roasted and presented with the parade sash, 
top hat and shillelagh. 

On Saturday, March 24, the annual 
Gala Cocktail Party at Gurney’s Montauk, from 
4-8 p.m., includes a buffet, open bar, live 
music and a pot o’ gold raffle. This is one of 
the main fundraising events for the annual 
parade. 

To start the season off right, the Montauk 
Chamber of Commerce ladles out hot soup, for 
sale in commemorative parade mugs, starting 
at 10 a.m. on Sunday, March 25. A variety of hot 
soups will be on offer, donated by Inlet Seafood, 
Montauk Yacht Club, Naturally Good and many 
other top Montauk restaurants. 

Grand Marshal Keller kicks off the parade at 
noon, starting on Edgemere Street, proceeding 
to South Edison Street and entering Main 
Street at the east end of town. (Can’t you just 
hear those drums?) Marchers will pass under 
the watchful eye of emcee Rick White, at the 


reviewing stand on the village green, and finish 


at the end of Main Street by the IGA. Come early 
to secure a good vantage point! 

Keller’s blood runs green. She is the third 
Keller-family grand marshal, following her 
father Gil (1969) and brother Patrick (2007).

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Sweet Sorrow: Guild Hall’s “Romeo and Juliet”

ust about every adult knows the story of 

William Shakespeare’s classic tragedy Romeo 
and Juliet. Two kids from opposing families fall 
in love, get married in secret, and then they both 
commit suicide due to the overwhelming grief from a 
simple miscommunication. The story has been told 
countless times, and so many directors fail to add 
anything fresh to the well-known tale. Thankfully, 
the director of the Guild Hall production, Josh 
Gladstone, has carefully crafted a wonderfully bizarre 
reimagining, with surprises around every turn. 

Gladstone wants it to be abundantly clear that 
this will not be a run-of-the-mill adaption. He opens 
with a wild musical number more akin to School of 
Rock than Shakespeare, with large, foam cubes being 
tossed through the aisles, a choreographed dance 
on stage, graffitied walls and flashing strobe lights. 

Those walls are by far the most striking design 
choice. Projections fill the entire room: including 
three small screens above the stage. The purpose 
of these illusions is twofold. First, they establish 
the setting of specific scenes, with images such as a 
graveyard or forest projected onto the walls. 

The second, and more inventive, purpose is to 
establish the tone of key scenes with images related 
to important plot points, a helpful cheat sheet 
for those who don’t fully understand 16th century 
English. In one scene, projections of hearts flutter 
around as Juliet (Olivia de Salvo) and Friar Lawrence

devise the plan to fake her death, so 
she and Romeo (Alexander Might) 
can run away together; as soon as 
she drinks the sleeping potion, the 
hearts turn to skeletons. 

The scene that truly pushes this 
trick to its limit is the graveyard 
dance sequence, which shows 
clips of a morbid Bimbo the Dog 
cartoon while characters zombie- 
walk toward the stage in all black, as 
if emerging from a haunted circus. 
The whole scene is so beautifully 
strange and out-of-place that it 
warrants a second viewing just to 
wrap one’s head around it. 

Another interesting design choice 
is the lack of a set. For the most 
part, characters run around the 
entire theater unhindered. This 
places audience members in the 
heart of Verona, unsure of where the next bit of 
action will take place. The uncertainty is thrilling, 
but occasionally the action lingers in the back of the 
room, resulting in an audience full of contortionists. 

Despite the modern elements, this adaption has 
left Shakespeare’s English virtually untouched, and 
even the youngest actors speak it like their native 
tongue. The short-lived romance that Romeo and 
Juliet share is beautifully acted with the appropriate 
level of teenage hormones and melodrama. Their

young naivety and all-consuming 

passion is tactically juxtaposed 

by their more mature foils, such 
as Juliet’s father Lord Capulet 

(Gladstone), who gives an intensely 

powerful performance. Gladstone 

had to quickly step in when cast 
member Robert Anthony injured his 
knee seven weeks into rehearsals. 
Many of the character portrayals 
were enjoyably over-the-top, 
including the flamboyant Peter 

(Frankie Bademci), the endearingly 

frantic nurse (Kate Mueth) and the 

= raunchy Mercutio (Charlie Westfal). 
= Westfal’s charisma manages to steal 
the attention of every scene he’s 
gin, and his charms are enhanced 
6when the delightful Benvolio 
(Quinn Jackson) is alongside him. 
Might and de Salvo may be the 
show’s romantic focus, but the adorable chemistry 
between Westfal and Jackson make them a 
close second. 

Ultimately, this play is a must-see for Romeo and 
Juliet fans and novices alike. Gladstone’s design 
choices create such a surreal spectacle that it has to 
be seen to be believed. 48.

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Sticky Fingers: Backstage Pass to Wenner’s Life

hen Jann Wenner and his wife Jane first 

followed Paul Simon and Lorne Michaels to 
the Hamptons in 1977, they rented an “18th-century 
shack on Further Lane, next to designer Ralph 
Lauren,” author Joe Hagen writes in Sticky Fingers, 
his 2017 biography of Wenner, the founder of Rolling 
Stone magazine. 

Wenner would move to Montauk after a lifetime of 
changes—including kicking a massive cocaine habit, 
coming out as gay in 1995 and eventually marrying 
a man—but The End was not so much associated 
with the rich and famous back then. As Andy Warhol 
explained in his diary that year (and Hagen recounts 
in Sticky Fingers), “If he had rented in Montauk he 
could have had something great, but I guess he and 
his wife Jane just wanted something ‘adorable.’” 

In those days, as Sticky Fingers tells it, Wenner 
was about being the toast of New York and becoming 
a publisher who would eclipse the likes of Hugh 
Hefner and William Randolph Hearst. He wanted 
to be with, and be seen with, celebrities and 
business giants. The Hamptons was a part of that, 
and Montauk might have been a wonderful spot 
for artists like Warhol, who frequently hosted Mick 
Jagger and The Rolling Stones there, but it was 
not the place where you have Ralph Lauren as a 
neighbor—at least not at the time. (The designer has 
since settled in Montauk.) 

In East Hampton, “You’d pick up the newspapers 
on Sunday, go read the Times, and you’d see a 
picture of Ralph on the beach,” Wenner told Hagen, 
“and you'd go to the beach and there’d be Ralph on 
the beach.” He made a point of impressing his famous 
neighbor, Lauren, with a silver Ferrari he bought 
from songwriter Jimmy Webb. He had John Belushi 


out to stay when Warhol 
visited, but the comedian was 
just one of many who would 
pass through Wenner’s doors. 

Published last fall, Hagen’s 
Sticky Fingers: The Life 
and Times of Jann Wenner 
and Rolling Stone Magazine 
offers an in-depth look 
at this storied Hamptonite, 
from childhood to the 
creation of his revolutionary 
magazine, all the way up 
to his most recent exploits 
and business — dealings. 
Wenner commissioned Hagen 
to pen the book and agreed 
to give the writer complete 
editorial freedom. 

The author — received 
unfettered access to Wenner, 
his papers and anyone 
he deemed worthy of 
interviewing. He had final say 
over the end product because 
Wenner didn’t want Sticky 
Fingers to be a vanity project. At least he thought 
he didn’t. 

Hagen completed the book after spending dozens 
of hours interviewing his subject and after speaking 
to more than 240 sources over four years. But shortly 
after reading the manuscript last September, Wenner 
turned on Hagen. True to his word, and _ likely 
an ironclad contract, he did not try stopping the 
publication, but Wenner and Hagen no longer speak. 
In an interview with The New York Times, Wenner 
called the book “deeply flawed and tawdry.”

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Those who read _ Sticky 
Fingers won't be overly 
surprised by the _ reaction. 
Assuming Hagen’s assessment 
is true, Wenner is no fan of 
ceding control—and that 

'temperament, no matter 
how difficult for some to 
bear, has served him well 
over more than five decades 
‘in publishing. 

Sticky Fingers indeed 
presents him as an imperfect 
and almost sociopathic man 
driven toward success at any 
cost. But if Wenner would take 
a step back, he might see it 
also paints him as an innovator 
and survivor—someone who’s 
been unwilling to compromise 
where it counts in a rarified 
life full of opportunities to do 
just that. 

So he screwed over a lot of 
people along the way. Where 
would Rolling Stone, the Rock 

‘n’ Roll Hall of Fame and a dozen of his other 

achievements be if he hadn’t? 

Wenner helped define the culture of rock—and the 
culture in general—through the pages of his vaunted 
publication, and Sticky Fingers tells the deliciously 
entertaining story of how he did it. 

The book offers a taste of Wenner living the high 
life—and the high life—as well as some stories about 
the publisher’s life and friends in the Hamptons 
during an era before the volume was irrevocably 
turned down. 
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Joe Lauro’s Collection of 78s Grooves!

A | oe Lauro is excited about his latest find. He’s 
standing in the loft of his barn, which-is lined 
with the shelves that hold his 10,000-plus piece 
record collection, holding up a battered 78. “This is 
the first American recording of an African American 
woman,” says Lauro. “I found it on eBay for $9!” 
The historic record, which features the contralto 
Daisy Tapley singing. the hymn “I Surrender All,” 
was released in 1911. And Lauro’s copy, while worn, 
is still playable. That’s important, because Lauro 
doesn’t just collect old 78s—he listens to them. 
While we’re standing there, he cues up a classic—a 
pristine copy of Louis Armstrong and his Hot Seven 
playing “Potato Head Blues.” It was recorded in 


Chicago in 1927 and released on the Okeh label, but: 


the sound coming off this 90-year-old shellac disc is

remarkably clear and forceful. The electric energy of 
the original performance is leaping out of the antique 
grooves. “This is as close to an encounter with Louis 
Armstrong as you're going to get,” says Lauro. 

Lauro is a man of many pursuits. Locally, many 
will recognize Lauro as the indefatigable leader 
and bass player of the HooDoo Loungers, a New 
Orleans-style band that plays all over Long Island 
and beyond. Lauro is also the founder of the Historic 
Films Archive, a Greenport-based film library that 
specializes in rare, historical footage of musicians 
in performance. That’s his day job. Additionally, 
he’s a respected documentarian, having produced 
definitive films about the blues performer Howlin’ 
Wolf, the R & B pioneer Fats Domino, and about the 
history of Gospel music, among others. He takes his 
record collecting quite seriously, often traveling to 
far-flung places to track down rare finds.

What’s clear is that all of these pursuits revolve 
around one deep and abiding interest: music 
performance. Lauro has always been captivated by 
great performers. “As a kid I would watch TV hoping 
that they would show old films with these classic 
performers. It totally struck a nerve.” Given the 
gift of a wind-up Victrola, Lauro started collecting 
old shellac records when he was 12, riding his bike 
along the then-rural backroads of Long Island to 
trade his nickels and dimes for dusty 78s found in 
antiques stores. Later, while in college upstate, he 
continued to collect, and was taken under the wing 
of an upstate record collector named James Hadfield, 
who had 250,000 78s in his barn. Then, as now, it was 
about discovery. 

“It’s about discovery and procuring,” says Lauro. 
He puts on a Paramount 78 of Frank Stokes playing 
“Mr. Crump Don’t Like It,” a disc he remembers 
discovering in a collection that had been dumped 
in a pile in the basement of a Modell’s department 
store in New York City. “I always knew that there 
were other ways to hear this music,” Lauro explains. 
In fact, in the ’60s, labels like Yazoo and Arhoolie 
began specializing in transferring classic 78s to LPs 
and other more current and convenient formats. 
“But I loved the discovery, and I made a decision 
that I would only come at this music in this way. So, 
I'd have a lifetime of discovery to look forward to.” 

Right now, Lauro is in the process of organizing his 
collection. “Collectors like to play with their stuff,” 
he laughs. He sifts through his shelf of early Gospel, 
and goes to his turntable to cue ‘up “Woke Up This 
Morning With My Mind Set on Jesus,” performed by 
Blind Roosevelt Graves and Brother. Lauro’s is one 
of seven known copies. He has specialized playback 
equipment and uses very specific pickup cartridges 
and needles to unlock the potential of these rare 
discs—and it’s all to one purpose. To discover again 
the brilliance of a musical performance, captured on 
shellac a long time ago.

ver since it was completed nine years ago, 

Sandcastle, the huge home of Hamptons power- 
builder Joe Farrell has been on and off the market, 
or for rent. And considering the kinds of numbers 
we're talking about ($300K for a week’s rent), who 
can blame the Farrells? The property was, back ~ 
in the day, asking nearly $60 million. Now, it’s 
about to hit the market again, asking $49.95 million. 
Bragging rights to owning the home once rented 
by Jay-Z and Beyoncé and once loaned to Justin 
Bieber? Priceless. 

Unlike most $50-million properties, Sandcastle, on 
Halsey Lane in Bridgehampton, isn’t waterfront. Back 
in 2009, Farrell said, “I don’t like the ocean because 
I live here all year. The wind on the beach is bad in 
the winter.” (He definitely has a point.) But what 
Sandcastle lacks in water, it makes up for in, well, 
everything else, basically. 

As Farrell told Behind the Hedges last year, 
“When I was in 10th grade, there was this kid I was 
friends with, and he had this really cool dad who 
owned 30 Burger Kings. When the parents were 
away, we used to go to the house, and they had 
a room off their bedroom that had an in-ground 
Jacuzzi with a fireplace. It blew my mind. Coming 
from a normal, middle-class house, I thought, “Oh 
my god!” And I was just realizing that we have that 
setup here.”
